o f troops 
controlled with 
difficulty, 
and even 
central portions 
of Paris, 
are armed camps, 
regiments of in­ 
fantry and cavalry being about the 
Arc de 
Triomphe, tile Bourse, 
the 
Dank of F iance and the great railway 
station, whj)fc military sentinels pace 
before private 
banks 
and establish­ 
ments. 
T h ia m in thoroughfares in the 
residential portion are tranquil. 
In the west end, far from the riots, 
people 
were disposed 
to treat 
the 
even ts in the labor quarters as home-

less effervescences. 
They were, .how­ 
ever, much more than-ti:vt. 
Through­ 
out the afternoon dragoons, Republi­ 
can guards and 
cuirassiers charged 
disorderly m asses, sweeping tjie Place 
de la Republique and the broad Boule­ 
vard de Magenta. 
Ttfvvaid nightfall 
cavalry charged with drawn swords 
and many persons wi re wounded.‘The

and threw up hasty barricades.

Lid Not Become a Revolt. 


At no time 
did the 
demonstration 
ranch the magnitude of a revolt. 
It 
was

which the serious labor element, strug­ 
gling 
for a principle, 
was hopelessly 
confused 
with violent 
agitators, an­ 
archists, revolutionists, roughs and a 
large 
number 
of the 
curious.

workmen succeeded neither in form­ 
ing 
processions 
nor in 
assembling 
more 
than scattered 
bands. 
Their 
chief action was a reunion of several 
thousands 
in the labor 
exchange, at 
which a resolution was adopted not to 
return to work until 
the eignt-hour 
day shall have been granted. 
The worst hour of the day came at 
5 o ’clock p. rn., when the police prac­ 
tically lost 
control and 
were com­ 
pelled to rely on the mounted troops.

yards apart,

lique, driving tho disorderly crowds 
into the surrounding streets.

contact with tho locomotive threw the 
obstacle from the track.

ing many.

breaking the glass 
windows, where­ 
upon the dragoons charged the riot­ 
ers, wounding a large number.

“As regards tin* destruction of build­ 
ings by fire, nothing more can be said 
than was said at the time of the Balti­ 
more tire. 
The fire at that time was 
so hot that the buildings were literally 
baked Inside and out at the same time,

—almost instantly. 
Eyewitnesses say 
that as the lire played around some of 
the tall structures it would look for a 
moment as if they wen* going to stand, 
when all of a sudden a great mass of 
smoke and (lame would shoot up from 
them, and in a minute It would be all 
over.

Mr. Andrews and Prof. Green in 


the City Today on their Way 


Back to St. Paul. 


C. B. Andrews, state fire warden, ac­ 
companied by Prof. H. II. Green of the 
state University agricultural farm, were 
in tho city today on their way to St. 
Paul after a tripout to the Pillsbury 
forest reserve on the banks of (lull 
lake. They had been there starting the 
work of setting out of 20,000 white pine 
seedlings. Those seedlings 
are im­ 
ported from Germany and are planted 
four feet apart in bare ground and 8 
feet apart when set among bushes. 
There will also be some Norway pine 
and Norway spruce seedlings set out 
which were raised in the nursery at tho 
Pillsbury reserve. They have about 
70,000 of these homo grown seedlings 
that they would like to set out this 
spring, but are unable to because they 
afro hampered by lack of funds. 
When 
asked as to the reason for planting Ger­ 
man grown seedlings, Mr. Andrews said 
that it was because it was impossible to 
get theni-in America in such numbers. 
They cost about a half a cent apiece 
delivered at tho reserve. 
Tho last legislature, Mr. Andrews 
states, failed to provide for tho work of 
planting trees on the forest reserves and 
what work is being done is being paid 
for out of the meagre appropriation for 
current expenses of the forestry board. 
The new code repealed the law which 
allowed them to use the unexpended 
portion of former appropriations so that 
they are 
practically without funds. 
There had been nearly $4,000 saved by 
economical methods, which it was ex­ 
pected to use in a bunch so as to make 
it effective, but the new code knocked 
it out. 
The work at the large Burntside re­ 
serve is handicapped in tho same way 
by tile lack of funds. 
Prof. S. B. Green, who was with Mr. 
Andrews spoke strongly of the short­ 
sightedness of the state of Minnesota in 
selling the lands that are of compara­ 
tively little valuo for agricultural pur­ 
poses. These lands if reforested would, 
according to Professor Green become a 
permanent endowment for the Minne­ 
sota schools that would increase in 
value for centuries. In speaking of the 
values of the products of these lands 
Mr. Green in a recent article in the 
Minneapolis Journal says: 
“ There is an enormous arca in this 
state, probably not less than 10,000,000 
acres, that is of little if any value for 
agriculture, and yet would produce a 
good return if kept in forests. 
It may 
be laid down as a general principle of 
political economy that land should be 
used for those crops which will conduce 
most to the welfare of tho people. This 
would mean that land best adapted to 
agriculture should be used for agricul­ 
ture, and that best adapted to forestry, 
for forestry. 
•‘Recently I visited the Fond du Lac 
reservation with the manager of one of 
the largest lumbor companies in Minne 
sota, and looked over the reproduction 
on this land, which was cut over and 
thoroughly burneda bout eighteen years 
ago. There were left a few seed 
of white and Norway pine, and these 
have brought about a satisfactory seed­ 
ing of the land, and there is now a nice 
growth on it varying from two to ten 
feet high, and from a few to sixteen 
years of age. 
“ The question came up as to what 
this reproduction would be worth in 
thirty years. We paced oil an acre 
that was poorly stocked and found 


something over five hundred seedlings 
on it. Other acres had two or three 
times as many. 
“As a basis of calculation we found 
thnt tho growth on these trees for the 
last six years had been about one third 
of an inch in diameter, and tho height 
growth from twelve to eighteen inches 
n year. 
Upon this as the basis for our 
calculations (and other observations 
bear us cult in this), we estimated that 
this land would have on it, in thirty 
years, a stand of about 
trees an 
acre, averaging twelve inches iii diam­ 
eter at breast height. Such trees would 
make two saw logs each, or ‘•OO logs an 
acre and would probably run about 
twenty logs to the thousand. 
On Mrs 
basis the yield would bo about 40,000 
feet board measure an acre. 
“ Hut as there is always a chance for 
error in such calculations, suppose we 
cut tho estimate directly in tho middle, 
which would make tho yield 50,000 feet 
.an acre in thirty years. Such material 
is valuable for box boards and similar 
purposes, and would be worth $12 a 
thousand, or $240 an acre. 
“ This was on land of second and 
third quality, which could not be ex 
pected to produce anything like the 
same value in agricultural crops. 
In 
this connection it should lie noted that 
white pine in New England, under situ 
ilar conditions, often yield 40,OOO feet 
board measure in forty five years. 
“The most discouraging feature about 
such propositions is the fact that our 
tax laws are so framed as to discourage 
the holding of land for forest purposes; 
but since forests are of more benefit to 
the state 
than general 
agricultural 
crops, from the fact that so many of our 
state industries are dependent upon 
them for their existence, and for their 
effect on soil water, it would seem as if 
tho stateought to be willing to put them 
in a special class for taxation in order 
to encourage tho use of land for such 
purposes.-’
